Oxnam, Methodist Bishop of New York, elected president of 

the Federal Council of Churches of Christ in America. The 

FCCC opposes diplomatic relations with the Vatican. The 

Maginot Line broken near Achen and advances made on both 

European Fronts. Heavy allied bombing continues. Australia 

secures Pacific islands “passed over" by US drives. 

In the meanwhile: 

-Interim Council of the Provisional International Civil 
Aviation Organization established. The permanent 
organization will start within three years and be based in 
Canada. 

-Roosevelt tells press the Atlantic Charter is not a formal 
agreement. Its principles ("just as valid today as they 
were in 1941") were scribbled out by he and Churchill 
but neither signed the papers.
